Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Shooting, but doesn’t 
know how to start, he should read 
these instructions: 


The act of Bench Shooting consists 
of sitting at a bench with a rifle rest- 
ing on sand bags. The object of this 
position is to eliminate, as much as 
possible, the errors encountered in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a sport, com- 
petitive or individual. The personal 
satisfaction gained in the ability to 
place one bullet on top of another, 
thus making a one hole group at 100 
Yards and often at 200 Yards, has 
captivated an enthusiastic interest of 
many shooters for this kind of sport. 
It is particularly suited to both men 
and women who are not interested 
in indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Shooters are of the older set. This 
does not mean, however, that it does 
not present a challenge to the young- 
er shooter; it will engage and tax his 
capabilities as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated in the 
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years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 


Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Class, it is very 
important that he attends some of the 
Matches. Here he will learn much 
by asking questions, observing the 
equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Shooter is more than anxious to help 
a newcomer. 


The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

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Smallbore Notes

George Stidworthy, who travels 
out of Prescott, Arizona, has perfect- 
ed his scope sight shooting to the 
point that he now owns ALL nation- 
al records for any sight aggregates. 
He has racked up a total of 44 1600s 
to leave all other contenders for the 
“1600 King” title hopelessly lost in 
the dust, and has scored 150 Xs in 
the any sight aggregate at least ten 
times. With George, it is no longer 
news when he shoots another 1600. 
On the contrary, it is only news 
when he FAILS to do it. So natural- 
ly, serious students of the game are 
watching George pretty closely these 
days, hoping to learn how he does it. 


When the round-table discussion 
on wind doping and mirage was 
started at Phoenix last March, George 
was in on it and promised to write 
me a letter on the subject as soon as 
he could find an opportunity to veri- 
fy his earlier random testing. The 
promised letter recently arrived, and 
I feel privileged to submit it here- 
with: 


May 18 
Dear Herb: 


I told you at Phoenix during the dis- 
cussions of the optical displacement 
caused by mirage that I would put my 
opinions on paper as soon as I had re- 
checked prior tests. Here now are my 
conclusions: 


I had, on several occasions, checked 
the displacement of the target via mi- 
rage by mounting a rifle scope on a 
rest and observing the movement of the 
reticule in relation to the target over the 
period of time required to fire a 20-shot 
string and sighters. When you asked 
me if I had run my checks “down in 
the soup where we shoot” or above the 
heaviest mirage (a la Dr. Mann), I 
wasn't sure. I did know that on at least 
one of those occasions my rifle scope 
had been mounted about 3-3!/ feet 
above the ground. 


Yesterday at the CDO Range in Tuc- 
son, I found the “ideal’’ conditions I had 
been seeking for a recheck. The temper- 
ature in the city proper was 101° (I am 
sure it wasn’t any less in the river bot- 
tom where the range is located); the 
humidity was at 8% or less; the range 
itself is surrounded on 3 sides by a 10- 
12 foot bank which forms a beautiful 
“bowl” for the generation of mirage in 
such temperatures; there WAS mirage; 
there WAS wind; we DID have some 
“beautiful” reversals. I don’t interpret 
wind in miles per hour for my wind- 
doping. Rather, I appraise it (try to, at 
least) in terms of “clicks’’. I judged that 
during my tests the wind ran from 8 to 
10 clicks from the right to about 6 from 
the left. 
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I mounted a 24X scope with 1/4’ Dot 
at the level from which I fire and di- 
rected it at the bottom bullseye of a 100 
yard target. The reticule gave me the 
effect of “dancing” within a 3/8” pattern 
of movement. The area of movement 
did not change with switches in the di- 
rection of flow from right to left and 
back. In other words, there was this 
“Bobbling” effect, but it was the same 
(as closely as I could detect) whether 
the wind was from the right or the left. 


My conclusion (again): I have never 
been able to apply any optical factor to 
my wind-doping formula. As long as 
we don't have to fire at over 100 yards, 
I see no reason to even consider it. 
There is no question that I agree with 
Col. Pullum that a “boil” is a poor time 
to launch a shot. If there has been 
motion before to the mirage, then a 
“boil” is a transitional period during 
which firing should be suspended. This 
is not “optical”; this is just playing the 
law of averages when you wait it out. 

I still very much like your description 
of mirage as “wind you can see.” Un- 
like many Eastern shooters who seem 
to hate it, I never look upon mirage as 
an enemy. Rather, it is the only true 
friend I have telling me what is happen- 
ing at the target. 


Now, some odds and ends on mirage 
generated by Wigger’s comments on it. 
I was much impressed by his statement 
that he reads it across the face of the 
bull. I have never been able to do this. 
I have to go to a horizontal line some- 
where near the bottom of the target 
frame to get what I want. I am fully 
aware that the flow of air across the 
sighting bullseye of a 100 yd. target is 
often considerably faster than where I 
am read (interpreting) it. However, I 
must “do my thing” where I can. If Wig 
is able to get as much interpretation of 
the mirage across the face of the bulls- 
eye, as I “hope” I am getting across the 
bottom edge of the target paper, then 
he has a long running jump on me when 
the conditions are switching badly. 


Apparently I have an entirely differ- 
ent approach than Wig on how [ utilize 
my spotting scope to read mirage. I 
judge his letter to mean that he “backs 
off'' his spotting scope, i.e. towards the 
firing line or at a shorter focus, as much 
as he can and still spot his shots. On 
the contrary, I back mine off as little as 
I can and still see the mirage. If I back 
it off more, I get the illusion that the 
mirage is running much faster. Since I 
try awfully hard to always know where 
I am in relation to true zero, this “il- 
lusion of speed” is a handicap to me 
and breaks up my ability(?) to interpret 
this phase of the mirage. Also, the ap- 
parent faster flow causes the mirage to 
reach its terminal velocity, i.e. the point 
where the lines straighten out, far too 
soon. This decreases the speed range 
over which I can read it.

I’m sure there is very little that I 
can add to the above. I have previ-

ously stated that I search for mirage 
wherever I can see it best. This may 
be at the bottom of the target frame, 
as George says, or it may be on an 
adjacent target number board, or 
even a rock, if it’s that kind of a 
range. Naturally, the best reference 
point will be down close to the 
ground where the soup is thickest. 
It is a fact that some ranges have 
considerable variation from end to 
end, in the elevation of the firing 
line above the “infield”. Mirage is 
sure to be thickest when the shooter 
is at the same level as the ground 
between him and the base of the 
target. When the terrain drops off, 
the line of sight is above most of the 
mirage, which only shows up as it is 
generated by the earth at or about 
the target location. When we are 
shooting down low in really heavy 
mirage, it may reach the point where 
shots are impossible to spot in the 
black at 100 yards. So there are 
times when our friendly, helpful mi- 
rage gets clear out of hand and be- 
comes a real problem, and we are 


face to face with the law of diminish- 
ing return. Except for this condition, 
I agree with George when he re- 
peats: “It is the only true friend I 
have in telling me what is happening 
AT THE TARGET.”

A New Commitment 
For Sportsmen 


Too often great men among us have 
proposed worthy courses of action 
for the sportsmen of America in the 
effort to preserve for all of us the 
right to keep and bear arms and com- 
placency has intervened. Sometimes 
there has been a failure of communi- 
cation. Too often the wish has 
fathered the thought that the attack 
upon arms ownership will go away. 


The late Franklin Orth, Executive 
Vice-President of the National Rifle 
Association, was among those who 
saw stern need for the sportsman’s 
continual involvement in the legis- 
lative field, but he also saw that this 
was not enough. Perhaps he was 
better known for his skilled jousting 
in the legislative arena, but the lega- 
cy of enduring value he left us lies 
even more clearly in a number of his 
speeches and articles proposing long 
term political consciousness and con- 
duct without which our emergency 
firefighting might eventually come to 
naught. 


Orth’s last and perhaps greatest 
presentation to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the National Rifle Associ- 
ation was on April 1, 1969 and yet 
there are grave indications the wis- 
dom and leadership he showed on 
that occasion is being permitted to 
languish without general understand- 
ing and without action.

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He told the Board: “During the 
past three years our Association has 
struggled for its very life. It has 
been misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented by certain political leaders. 
It has been villified in the news 
media. Its image has been serevely 
damaged before the general public. 

“Several bills relating to gun con- 
trol have been passed into law. We 
tried vigorously to defeat them, with 
the help of our congressional friends. 
Before reaching the floor the bills 
were heavily amended and shorn of 
some of their original severity. And 
in the process a number of Congress- 
men became more deeply informed 
regarding the complexities of any 
firearms legislation. But the bills 
were nonetheless passed in an atmos- 
phere of emotional haste. 

“The passage of this redundant 
legislation has had perhaps one salu- 
tary effect. It has made clear the 
confrontation between the more fa- 
natical anti-gun community and the 
sportsmen of the Country. And in 
the recent national elections these 
sportsmen responded. They spoke 
out dramatically, in fact, recalling a 
number of legislators who had ig- 
nored their rights and views. We 
know the general issues that affected 
the outcome of the elections, particu- 
larly the problems of Safe Streets 
and of crime prevention which I 
shall return to in a moment. 

“This mood, now less impulsive, 
less emotional, and the related 
thoughts of the new Executive de- 
partments of our Government, both 
seem to be turning in a more con- 
structive direction. 

“T can see two indications of this 
‘constructive’ turn. A general one

that affects all Americans, and a re- 
lated but more specific indication 
that bears directly on the NRA and 
suggests a greater participation by 
NRA members in local and _ civic 
affairs. 

“The general indication that af- 
fects all Americans is the recognition 
of crime as a truly major national 
problem. 

“The second indication of this ‘new 
mood in Washington’ has to do with 
crime in a much narrower, much 
more confined sense: Specifically 
with the scant 4 per cent of crime 
that is committed with firearms. The 
change in mood that I sense here re- 
flects the voice that made itself heard 
in the recent national elections. And 
this of course relates more directly 
to the NRA. 


“This second indicator reflects the 
sportsmen’s collective voice and re- 
lates more directly to the NRA be- 
cause it tends to question and to 
doubt deeply the old misconception 
that crime can be ended or even 
dented by simply passing more laws 
against gun ownership — by putting 
legal or paper work barriers in the 
way of civilians using firearms or 
having them in their homes. 

“Today the talk is less of control- 
ling guns, more of controlling crimi- 
nals. It is focused less on the inani- 
mate artifact and more on the hand 
that misuses it. This simple yet some- 
how profound distinction is familiar 
to us at the NRA. We have been 
making it for years. We have re- 
peated that ‘People, not guns, kill 
people,’ so often that our detractors 
now call the expression a ‘red her- 
ring’ and a ‘cliché’. We are a little 
tired of it ourselves. But we are glad 
to see that this currently unpopular 
truism — that persons rather than 
things are the basics in all crime — 
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is now being emphasized at the high- 
est political level. 

“This new focus of Executive at- 
tention in our government is to me a 
hopeful sign. Man’s age-old incli- 
nation to shirk his own responsibili- 
ty and to shift blame from himself 
(in this case to an artifact) is no 
longer being encouraged from the 
very top of our Society. The argu- 
ment that sin and crime can be 
stamped out by proposing legislation 
against things is no longer in vogue 
at the White House. 


“Historically the NRA has held 
deep convictions and has undertaken 
firm commitments. Commitment to 
continue our linkage of competitive 
shooting sports with national defense 
in the teaching of marksmanship. 
Commitment to help in the conser- 
vation of our natural resources. 
Commitment to expand our goals and 
broaden our services to our Country 
and our membership in the future. 


“This last commitment is vital. Our 
very existence depends upon how 
well, and, at this critical moment, 
how demonstrably, we can exploit 
new opportunities and serve in the 
future. And one realm of future 
service — one area of crucial need — 
is so obvious that it cries out to us. 


“Here I refer to the problem of 
armed crime in our major cities. If 
this growing blight is not greatly 
reduced, and speedily, gun Owner- 
ship by reputable citizens will be 
even more imperiled than it is now. 
Therefore, in its deepest interests, 
our Association must consider 
further ways of helping the law en- 
forcement agencies of our land. Our 
programs of marksmanship training 
and competition for police are known 
and respected. But they do not reach 
out broadly enough. Like other pub- 
lic service bodies, our organization, 
I feel, must now try to relate more 
closely with institutions of law en- 
forcement at the various levels. 
Every aspect of federal, state, and 
municipal crime-prevention-and-cure 
merits our deepest consideration. 


“This brings me to a proposal at 
the policy level. I submit to you 
that the National Rifle Association 
should now seek specific ways of be- 
coming more demonstrably involved 
in the law enforcement affairs of 
every major community in the United 
States. The nature of such involve- 
ment should demonstrate deep NRA 
interest and should pledge positive 
NRA assistance. The agencies whose 
efforts we should seek to enhance 
could include all law enforcement 
bodies — federal, state, county, and 
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municipal. Also the local crime com- 
missions and related advisory com- 
mittees. 


“The details and specific thrust of 
each such involvement would have to 
be geared to local needs. Obvious- 
ly, the needs would vary with geo- 
graphical location, population densi- 
ty and other local features. Study 
and analysis would be required to 


determine them locally. The know- 
how already possessed by individual 
NRA members, clubs, and state as- 
sociations would provide an initial 


which our interest and efforts would 
focus could include the following: 


a) the question of increased man- 
datory sentences for criminals 
using firearms in a crime; 

b) the problem of the shortage and 
quality of local prosecutors and 
judges; 

c) the problems of securing ade- 
quate numbers of personnel and 
sufficient budgetary support for 
existing police forces; 

d) the problems of enhancing the 
training of the police;

e) the all important issue of re- 
cidivism — of repeated second 
and third-time offenses by per- 
sons released from custody; 

f) the problems of legislation af- 
fecting the operations of police 
forces, including the procedures 
of arrest and the policeman’s 
delineated right to use deadly 
force; 

g) the question of emergency anti- 
crime measures, including pre- 
ventive detention for demon- 
strated recidivists and other 
precautions, especially during 
riots and civil disturbances; 

h) the related question of cor- 
rective penology — of creating 
better correctional systems at 
the various institutions con- 
cerned, and 

i) the related long-term exami- 
nations of the “root causes” of 
crime — the social and eco- 
nomic conditions which breed 
crime in city slums. (The NRA 
might advise and perhaps par- 
ticipate in youth projects re- 
lated to its conservation and 
portions of the Junior Club 
programs.) 

“Together these items indicate a 
broad new avenue. Or at least they 
suggest a new emphasis. A demon- 
strated NRA interest in them along 
with our ongoing efforts in conser- 
vation and youth activities, could tre- 
mendously improve the current NRA 
image. And the U.S. law-enforce- 
ment need is palpable: crime in 
many parts of our country is ram- 
pant, yet the whole machinery of 
enforcement is a quarter century be- 
hind the times. Most of our cor- 
rectional institutions, for example, 
were built fifty to a hundred years 
ago. Like other instrumentalities of 
law enforcement they are in no sense 
adequate to today’s needs. Often they 
throw together the hardened crimi- 
nal and the first-time offender. And 
they periodically return their crude- 
ly-processed humanity to society, so 
that 97 per cent of the inmates move 
back onto the streets as ‘prison 
graduates.’ Some of this 97 per cent 
are released without vocational 
training in prison and with no ade- 
quate program of guidance and re- 
adjustment outside. Often the ex- 
convict is left with no practicable 
alternative but to return to a career 
of crime. 


“You may well ask: ‘What can all 
of these problems of crime have to 
do with the National Rifle Associ- 
ation?’ And they do seem remote 
from the relaxed recreational atmos- 
phere of our club rooms and firing 
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ranges. But in regard to these dis- 
tant problems of crime — of ‘armed’ 
crime — we NRA members already 
have a certain knowledge. We know 
firearms, and have an interest in 
their history, their applications to 
our sport and recreation, and their 
safe and legitimate handling. We 
have a clearer conception than our 
opponents of how cumbersome and 
costly much of the proposed legis- 
lation would be to implement. We 
can see the difficulties, the complexi- 
ties, and the likely futility of various 
proposed legislation for gun control. 
And in knowledgeably confronting 
their formidable bulk, we can well 
comprehend the temptations that 
would lead persons less informed— 
less gun-wise, if you will — towards 
some pat and easy ‘solution.’ That 
uninformed people would seek simp- 
ly panaceas and scapegoats, and that 
an emotional kind of witch-hunt 
might create out of an inanimate 
artifact (‘The Gun’) a popular sym- 
bol connoting lawlessness, we can 
understand. We can even understand 
how all of this could damage the 
public image of the NRA — an or- 
ganization which a succession of 
Presidents and great American mili- 
tary leaders have praised for its 
patriotic public services, vital to 
national defense. 


“All of us within the NRA would 
prefer a facile, neatly packaged so- 
lution. But easy victories have sel- 
dom come our way. And I submit 
these problems to you because you 
know their depth and difficulty. For 
I believe that an energetic approach 
to them may prove necessary if we 
are to redeem our earlier unchal- 
lenged image of public service. Along 
with our ongoing programs, includ- 
ing an enhanced effort in the field 
of conservation, a wisely conceived 
and charted program in this new 
field of law enforcement may prove 
vital to our survival as an organi- 
zation. 

“The planning and initiation of 
such a program in the months and 
years ahead would be more than 
difficult. Its enemies, as with the 
one-time proponents of prohibition 
(Get rid of alcohol and delinquency 
will end) and the ‘Merchants of 
Death’ faddists (Destroy the mu- 
nitions industry and there’ll be no 
more war!) will continue to have a 
degree of popular hysteria and a 
kind of kindergarten logic on their 
side. 

“Though shouting a different slo- 
gan, this looks to us like the same 
old gimmick. It blames a thing, de- 
scribable in one word. It relieves 


man himself of responsibility and 
thereby absolves him from hard 
work. It deals in black and white 
values that appeal to children and to 
mobs. In short, it is gross human 
laziness disguised by an overlay of 
emotional high-mindedness. And the 
worst thing about it is that it is large- 
ly, I believe, subconscious. You don’t 
have to be a psychiatrist to suspect 
that many of the otherwise fair and 
responsible personages who have 
lent their names to the anti-gun 
movement and accepted these slo- 
gans feel quite sincere in doing so. 

“The truth about firearms and 
their usage as we have sought it out, 
through experience in peace, in war, 
and for many of our members in 
professional law enforcement, can- 
not be told in black and white values. 
It has to be recounted in shades of 
gray, with detailed argument con- 
taining many ‘ifs’, ‘ands’ and ‘buts’. 
An the more specific truths about 
crime prevention and law enforce- 
ment are similarly un-simple, simi- 
larly inexpressable in children’s 
chalk-talk, 


“To repeat: the NRA itself cannot 
deal in simple slogans. The smallest 
local NRA committee has knowledge 
too detailed for simplistic expression. 
Yet, because of its depth and useful- 
ness, this knowledge and experience 
must be passed on, State legislators, 
local crime commissions, and other 
law enforcement interests should 
hear it. The NRA must transcend its 
defensive posture of recent months 
and regain the initiative. The voice 
of the NRA must be heard anew, in 
an affirmative, positive way. For if 
we cannot make ourselves so heard, 
the stigma now fixed on the Gun as 
a symbol, and upon the NRA itself, 
will likely stand. And the step-by- 
step movement to deprive us of our 
right to bear arms will be pressed 
on until every private gun owner in 
the country is disarmed. 


“T therefore commend to you this 
new area of policy-concern, and put 
forward the above nine suggested 
sub-items for your consideration, in 
the belief that the NRA should study, 
plan, and act in this field at the 
earliest opportunity.”

I am writing this to clarify a few 
points about that “oddball” cartridge, 
the 6.5-300WWH. I had written to 
the editor of P.S., really to offer my 
services on this caliber to those re- 
questing information on such and 
hardly expected that letter to be pub- 
lished. I was a little embarrassed 
especially over my remarks about 
spending thirty bucks on _ postage. 
Also, I was freshly elated over my 
win at Phoenix (my letter, pg. 24, 
April P.S.). 


If you care to use this letter or 
any part you may do so, as I feel it 
will answer Dr. Brian King’s letter 
(pg. 14, Feb. 1970 P.S.) and Raymond 
H. Stark Jr’s of April issue, pg. 25, 
in better detail than before. Also, 
this will answer in part some of 
A. H. Angerman’s look at “Overcase 
Capacity”, pg. 9 & 10, Feb. P.S. He 
rates the 6.5-300 as being the worst, 
even worse than the 30-378 of How- 
ard Wolfe. In Angerman’s table 4 
he gives barrel life as 1000 for 7mm 
mag. but only 600 for precision shoot- 
ing. This was closest ctg. to the big 
6.5-300 or 30-378 so one would as- 
sume these to have an accurate life 
of only 500 rounds. By actual use 
I have obtained over 2000 rounds 
in two chrome moly barrels in 6.5- 
300WWH, one an 8” twist and the 
other a 9”. I say they were still 
accurate. Over a bench at 100 yds. 
they would still shoot 1” groups. And 
by seating bullet out a little it would 
still contact lands. My last match 
with 8” twist Wimbledon type prone 
score was 100-11V at 1000 yds. To 
do this ball powder was used ex- 
clusively. Any of the Hodgdon ball 
powders H870, X283 or H202 give 
good results with steel jacketed bul- 
lets. The long barrel life is no doubt 
due to the very cool burning quali- 
ties of ball. Caution: Don’t ever try 
to shoot any of the copper jacketed 
or gilding metal bullets with above 
powders as heavy lump fouling will 
appear after only 5 or 10 shots and 
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accuracy is ruined. That is proba- 
bly the reason Howard Wolf uses 
H570 in his big 30-378 with the Sier- 
ra (gilding metal) instead of the 
cooler Ball powders. This is a fine 
combination but only very similar to 
6.5-300WWH ballistically (drop over 
1000 yds. and wind effect) but the 
disadvantage of about double the re- 
coil in similar weight rifles. 

I believe there is some confusion 
as it has been stated by a writer in 
P.S. that the high torque in 8” twist 
seriously affects a cupro-nickel jack- 
et and accuracy drops off. I believe 
the writer meant a copper-zinc jacket 
(gilding metal of 90 & 10%). Some 
use 95-5%. The steel jackets usually 
have a heavy plate of cupro-nickel. 
I can assure the readers that it’s the 
ball powder that is the culprit when 
using gilding jacketed bullets. I have 
very recently tested this in an 8” 
twist barrel, using both the new 140 
gr. 6.5 Sierra Match King and the 
new Finnish Lapua 6.5, 144 gr. match 
bullet. Both are gilding metal, al- 
though I have heard to the contrary, 
but I do know the Lapua is 90% cop- 
per and 10% zine. During 1968 I 
helped the Finns on the design of 
this bullet. My load was 82 gr. H570, 
an IMR type of coarse grain powder. 
I was right at Mach 3 or three times 
speed of sound and at the critical 
point where fouling should be notice- 
ably bad, but there was very little 
and none that would disrupt accu- 
racy. 

I don’t know why this 140 gr. bullet 
should foul any more with proper 
powder than any of the dozens of 
varmint cartridges. I have worn out 
at least half a dozen 220 Swift barrels 
with no serious metal fouling prob- 
lems as it approaches Mach 4. It’s 
the ball powder and gilding metal. 

Getting back to “Overcase Capaci- 
ty”, this I take with a grain of salt. 
Someone is always making an issue 
of this. Of course the 6.5-300WWH 
or 30-378 would be if one tried to use 


4350. With 4350 a 6.5 Rem. case 
would give as good results with 140 
gr. bullet as the 6.5-300WWH. I do 
not think a case is over capacity 
when you can use a full capacity of 
powder to base or near base of bullet 
and reach the ideal pressure at same 
time as the big IMR types such as 
H570 and 5010 MG or any of the slow 
ball such as H870, H202 or X283 do. 
Of course it is not the most efficient 
cartridge in the world, but it is de- 
signed to give the most for a given 
purpose and to conserve on recoil. 
For efficiency the further down the 
scale we go the more efficient a 
cartridge is. Relative to bullet and 
powder used, the 7x57 is a good ex- 
ample; the 22 L.R. is better. But 
who wants to try and win matches 
with a 22 L.R. at 1000 yards? 


I abandoned the 6.5-300 about three 
years ago because I was having 
trouble getting good bullets (maybe 
it was my barrels — but I proved 
different in late Feb. of this year). 
I would buy 1000 steel jacketed ones 
(all that was available at time) and 
get at least 1 “flyer” in each match 
of 20 shots even after selecting by 
spinning, weighing and miking. With 
my selection I would only get 1 good 
one in 4. This was costly. At 100 
yds. on bench I would get maybe 8 
in 1”, one would increase to 2” and 
maybe one would increase to 3”, so 
I quit the 6.5. Last summer I re- 
ceived a sample lot of 1000, Ist run 
Lapua 144 gr. 6.5 match. I let them 
lay around until just before Phoenix 
match. Then one day I conned Joe 
A. Deckert into fitting my old dis- 
carded A&M 27” 6.5 heavy barrel to 
my F.N. Mauser action. Here is 
where I feel almost sacriligious. I 
used a 264 Win. chamber instead of 
my own 6.5-300, but only because we 
didn’t have proper reamer available. 
I first tried 5 ctgs. at 100 over bench 
in Joe’s 264 heavy 26” sporter. They 
went into 11/16”. Load was 70 gr. 
H570, Lapua and CCI mag. primer. 
We then loaded 72 gr. and got a 5/8” 
group. The 72 gr. showed a little 
pressure so I cut back and used my 
rifle with 70 gr. This barrel I had 
little hopes for as it refused to shoot 
the steel jacketed ones, maybe be- 
cause of its large groove dia. of .265” 
instead of conventional .264”. Next 
day I loaded up and went to 1000 
yd. range and was even more sur- 
prised and pleased. I had no pit 
service, so shot 10 consecutive shots 
prone and sling as in conventional 
match. The 10 went into 12% inch- 
es. I then loaded about 80 Lapua 


bullets right out of box. No time for 
(Next page please) 
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weighing, etc., other than a few to 
start with. The enclosed Phoenix 
paper clipping gives results except 
{ had another 50-7V in two-man iron 
sight match but my partner, an Ari- 
zona man, couldn’t find target and 
with everything wet I couldn’t pick 
up impact. This team, I laughingly 
told them, should have gotten some 
recognition having the highest and 
lowest scores in match.

WRIGHT TOPS SHOOT FIELD 


Paul Wright of Silver City, N.M., won 
both the iron and any sight individual 
matches on March lst in the Phoenix 
Rod & Gun Club's first spring 1000-yard 
match at Black Canyon Shooting Range. 

More than 40 shooters competed in 
wind and rain and the club had to cut 
the final match short to finish before 
dark because of frequent interruptions 
by storm. 

Wright fired a 99-11V out of a possi- 
ble 100 to win the any sight and he fired 
50-7V to win the half-course iron course 
match. 

The iron sight two-man team match 
was won by Bill Paulson and Pete Wain- 
wright Jr., both junior shooters from 
Phoenix, with 97-10V. The any sight 
two-man team match was won by Milt 
Hood and Dr. Leonard Brewster of Tu- 
scon with 96-7V.

Two years ago Homer S. Powley re- 
ferred a letter to me from G. W. P. 
Swenson of London, England, who 
was interested in a high velocity 6.5 
cartridge and ballistics. I consider 
Homer one of the finest authorities 
on this subject. I advised Mr. Swen- 
son to use the standard .264 case as 
it was standard and Shultz-Larsen 
who does most of their barrel work 
could furnish chambered barrels for 
them. Also, cases were available. 
They cannot import powders but 
they use a large grain 50 cal. MG 
powder about like our H570. They 
also use 9” twist (my present is 8”). 
They are having marvelous results. 
They won the last big “open” Bisley 
long range match with it. He tells 
me the 9” twist will stabilize the 140 
grain well—right on through 1200 
yards which the English shoot quite 
a little. I also heard one of their 
6.5’s shot a clean score on their 30” 
bull at 1200 yds. in open 20-shot com- 
petition. Dr. King should be especial- 
ly interested as he stated in his letter 
he intends to take in the Bisley 
matches in near future. 

Hope you have been able to wade 
through all of this. I don’t have a 
secretary since I retired.

P.S. For those poor souls (like me 
at one time) who have shot any of 
the three gilding jacketed bullets 
with ball powder and can’t get the 
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fouling out, simply take 5 or 6 sized 
and primed cases and put 20 grains 
of 4895 in, then seat point or base 
first, the commonly used steel jacket- 
ed bullet and fire them. It will re- 
move every speck of metal fouling. 
Then use H570 or 5010 MG powder. 
That’s one thing I have found the 
steel jacketed bullet good for. Barrel 
life may be cut a little or even down 
to 1000 rds., but so what? Such a 
specialized rifle will shoot in a good 
many matches. There are 3 excel- 
lent 6.5 match bullets now available 
in gilding metal: the domestic Sierra 
140 gr. open point Match King, the 
Finnish 143% gr. Lapua hard point, 
and the Norwegian 138 gr. Raufoss 
hard point. The British use a lot of 
Raufoss. 


Switches Sights to Politics .. . 


Gary Anderson 
Withdraws from 
Rifle Competition

WASHINGTON, D.C. — America’s 
hopes for a Gold Medal in Free Rifle 
competition in the 40th World Shoot- 
ing Championships received a heavy 
blow the first week of June when 
Gary Anderson of Axtell, Nebraska, 
the current world champion, an- 
nounced that he would not compete 
in this year’s event. 

Anderson, who has won two Olym- 
pic titles and two World crowns in 
this premiere target shooting rifle 
event, won the Republican party 
nomination for Kearney County (Ne- 
braska) Treasurer in the May pri- 
mary elections. 


He was expected to be a prime con- 
tender for a spot on the U.S. Shoot- 
ing Team, which will be selected 
during Final Tryouts at Phoenix, 
Ariz., July 13-27. The World Shoot- 
ing Championships are scheduled for 
the same Phoenix area ranges Oct. 
17-26. They will be hosted by the 
National Rifle Association of Ameri- 
ca on behalf of the United States and 
the International Shooting Union. 


In a prepared statement Anderson 
said that he will not compete this 
year because he considers he must 
devote full time to pursuing new 
goals —in this case, success in the 
November general elections. He 
pointed out that he has always con- 
sidered sports competition an edu- 
cation and not a profession, and that 


he has now achieved every signfii- 


cant goal that he had set for himself 
in sports shooting. 

The World Shooting Champion- 
ships, which have not been held in 
this country for nearly 50 years, are 
expected to draw more than 2,000 
rifle, pistol and shotgun competitors 
from more than 60 member nations 
of the International Shooting Union, 
the governing body of international 
sport shooting. 

U.S. target shooters will be the 
defending champions in nine indi- 
vidual matches and will be seeking 
to retain team titles in eight contests. 

Anderson, a champion’s champion 
who has won more than two dozen 
gold medals in national and world 
target shooting, does not plan to 
leave his chosen sport completely, 
however — and he may even return 
in several years to the big inter- 
national competitions. 

He said he will remain active in 
local target shooting, presumably to 
keep his shooting sharp and as a 
recreational activity. And he plans to 
spend more time in teaching juniors 
and new shooters, something he said 
“gives me more pleasure than win- 
ning.” He also plans to continue 
writing about shooting because “it is 
important to share one’s knowledge 
about a sport with others,” and pre- 
sumably he will continue his activi- 
ties as a member of the Board of 
Directors of the National Rifle As- 
sociation. 

While Anderson emphasized that 
he has “won everything I wanted to 
win when I began serious training, 
and there is nothing left to win that 
IT have not already won,” he also 
added: “I also want to keep open 
the possibility of competing in the 
1972 Olympics. The attraction of the 
Olympics is a special one that quite 
possibly could make this retirement 
from active international competition 
a temporary one.” His colleagues in 
the shooting sports hope he will be 
back to defend the Free Rifle Gold 
Medal he won two years ago at the 
Olympics in Mexico.

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Lubricating 
Lead-alloy Bullets 


First, why do we lubricate our 
lead-alloy bullets? It is to keep 
down leading in a barrel with a very 
smooth finished surface. Pitted or 
rough interior barrel surfaces will 
lead regardless of what you try to 
prevent it with so why fool one’s 
time with them? Without this lubri- 
cant the alloys will rub off on the 
bore surface and become “tinned” 
thereto, accumulates, and destroys 
the fine accuracy of the rifle in pro- 
portion to the extent of this con- 
dition. There are a multitude of con- 
ditions which can bring this about. 
The only way to remove this accumu- 
lation that I know of is to fill the 
bore with mercury — be careful with 
mercury for it can be very harmful. 

Lubricating for running cylindri- 
cal bearings is a horse of another 
color since they are heated only by 
friction and you protect them with a 
constant thin film of oil. Our bullets 
are heated by friction plus the hot 
powder gases and must have grease 
grooves in them close enough to- 
gether for the grease to carry or 
swipe back to the next one through- 
out the travel through the barrel. I 
have always felt that ten thousand 
(.010”) depth of a grease groove was 
sufficient as long as we have them 
well packed with lubricant. This 
should give ample lubricant supply 
source to draw from as it travels 
through the barrel. What about the 
very front band? I presume it gets 
enough lubricant smeared on it in 
handling to avoid leading. Pope, 
Schoyen, and other old time mould 
makers made this front band much 
narrower than the other bands. I 
notice Mr. Beverage follows this 
practice also. 

With the compounding of a bullet 
lubricant that prevents any of the 
foregoing problems ANY of our rifles 
should group when using this par-

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ticular material. It has been stated 
many, many times that a certain rifle 
will not group well with a given 
bullet lubricant that worked real 
good in another rifle — then it is not 
doing its intended function. I have 
always looked elsewhere for the 
leading problem (and that is usually 
the reason that caused the rifle to 
fail to group, everything else being 
proper) such as too soft an alloy, 
too much powder charge, etc. Right 
here I should like to compliment, if 
I may, our manufacturers of the .22 
long rifle match ammunition with 
respect to the job their lubricant is 
doing on this ammunition. When 
through shooting, just take a tight 
fitting, rough side of a GI patch next 
to the bore surface, saturate it with 
Hoppe’s No. 9 and push it out through 
the bore, catch it out there and ex- 
amine it in the sunlight for particles 
of lead! You seldom find any, and 
when you have a lubricant that will 
do that type of protection in our 
center fire rifles with lead-alloy bul- 
lets you have a lubricant that ANY 
rifle should group with. I am speak- 
ing of plain base lead-alloy bullets 
when driven in the velocity range of 
1200 to 1400 feet per second. Higher 
velocities with gas check, etc. are an 
entirely different story. 


The ingregients selected to com- 
pound into a bullet lubricant should 
all have lubricating qualities, as few 
in number as possible and, for me, 
graphite is out. Hardness of the 
finished product I believe is most 
important. You do not want too soft 
or too hard a mixture. It must be 
hard but at the same time feel slight- 
ly tacky to the touch. One suitable 
for summer is entirely too hard in 
cold weather. When I have used 
lubricant of a “gooey” state my 
groups would open up pronto—lubri- 
cant too soft. Clean the rifle, go 
back to the harder material, and it 
came back to normal grouping again. 

I dislike the thought of adding to 
the long list of lubricant formulas 
that have been printed over the years

but here is what I have been using 
for a number of years and it has and 
continues to meet the requirements 
outlined in this paper for me and a 
host of other users. I DO NOT pro- 
duce it for the market: 
FORMULA No. 1 
(for summer use) 
Approximately 1/2 pound mixture 
(all by weight) 
50% Pure Beeswax _____-___ 4 oz. 
(1750 grains) 
40% Pure Mutton 
Tallow __-____________3-1/8 oz. 
(1368 grains) 
10% Mobil 600W Steam 
Cylinder Oi] ~~--_-_-_____ 7/8 02. 
(382 grains) 
FORMULA No. 2 
(for winter use) 
Approximately J/2 pound mixture 
(all by weight) 
40% Pure Beeswax ______ 3-1/8 oz. 
(1368 grains) 
50% Pure Mutton Tallow ____4 oz. 
(1750 grains) 
10% Mobil 600W Steam 
Cylinder Oil ~--__-_-_____ 7/8 02. 
(382 grains) 

Avoid mixing too large a batch at 
atime. A one-fourth pound mixture 
is a fair supply for an individual 
shooter and will probably last him 
a couple of years. Keep the supply 
under airtight storage. 

Prepare the mixture in a double 
boiler (couple tin cans one inside of 
the other and the outer can filled 
about one-third full of water) and 
melt the beeswax first since it takes 
it longer to melt than the tallow. Be 
sure all beeswax is melted then put 
in the tallow and cylinder oil stir-

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ring thoroughly, and KEEP STIR- 
RING until the lubricant is chilled 
under the water tap, or in ice water. 
This is to keep the heavier ingredi- 
ents from settling to the bottom 
while cooling. Some use beef tallow 
instead of mutton tallow but I have 
had no trouble getting my supply of 
pure mutton tallow from McQueen’s 
Pure Mutton Tallow, Nunnelly, Tenn. 
37137. I know of a number of shoot- 
ers who have substituted Crisco for 
the tallow. This aroused my curiosi- 
ty so I wrote Proctor and Gamble, 
manufacturers of Crisco, with the 
following information from their 
laboratory when substituting Crisco 
for Pure Mutton Tallow for bullet 
lubricants: 

1. We feel there would be no 
noticeable difference between 
the amount of heat a vegetable 
oil such as Crisco is could stand 
vs. the amount of heat pure 
mutton tallow could stand. 

2. The lubricity should be as good 
with Crisco as with pure mut- 
ton tallow. 

3. Crisco would probably mix well 
with the other ingredients 
(beeswax and steam cylinder 
oil) and, as far as we know, 
there would be no chemical re- 
action. 

4. We do not know whether Cris- 
co would have a tendency to 
“bleed out.” 

5. Crisco contains no salt at all. 

Shoot FRESHLY LUBRICATED 
bullets! Not over a couple or three 
days old. I usually grease mine the 
night before shooting the following 
day, or with my grease pump when I 
get to the range —if I have a grease 
die for the bullet that doesn’t leak 
all over everything. A grease die that 
meets those specifications is quite a 
prize and a job to make since you 
must bore and hold for four to seven 
tenths tolerances on diameters to ac- 
complish the job. 

Some day I’ll make a drawing and 
tell you about it. 

If you use the pie pan method of 
greasing your bullets leave them in 
the lubricant in the pan until ready 
to use them. This is certainly one 
method of getting the grease grooves 
uniformly filled. Keep lubricated 
bullets covered because it is surpris- 
ing how they will pick up dust from 
the elements. Freshly lubricated 
bullets are a MUST and I have seen 
this demonstrated many times on our 
local range. 

If you use a Pope, Schoyen, or 
Peterson grease pump with lubri- 
cant sticks their dimensions should 
be 1/2” diameter x solid x 4 inches 
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long. I usually pour the melted lubri- 
cant into a cluster of 1/2 inch inside 
diameter aluminum tubes about 4-3/4 
inches long with a cork stopper in 
the bottom, the group setting in a 
wooden board with holes to hold 
them upright. I put them in the 
deep freeze an hour or so before I 
start to melt the ingredients and this 
expedites the chilling time. Oh yes, 
I get some sweat or condensation 
from the frozen tubes when the hot 
mixture hits them but it comes to the 
surfaces and I shake it off. 


Early 
Bench Rest 
Shooting 


I note in the last issue of Precision 
Shooting that my good friend Claude 
Roderick has considerable to say 
about the beginning of modern Bench 
Rest Shooting. 

In all of his data I fail to find any 
mention of this shooting being more 
than a LOCAL affair. The same 
might be said of the very first bench 
rest shooting in this country. This 
took place down in Lancaster, Pa., 
around 1730 when the Kentucky 
rifles were first produced. The old 
timers conducted bench rest matches 
but they shot prone, with the rifle 
barrel rested over a log. That also 
was a local shooting match. 

According to the records the writer, 
together with a few friends started 
bench rest shooting, on the grounds 
of the Pine Tree Rifle Club, in Johns- 
town, N. Y. around 1947. This was 
NO LOCAL AFFAIR, for very soon it 
developed into a NATIONAL BENCH 
REST ASSOCIATION. 

And at the present writing it has 
developed into the INTERNATION- 
AL BENCH REST SHOOTERS OR- 
GANIZATION. From all the data I 
have been able to obtain, any other 
outfit that claims to have STARTED 
Bench Rest Shooting, has left it ex- 
actly where it was started. It never 
got out of town. Period. 


Maybe right here would be a good 
time to have your readers read what 
my old buddy, Col. Whelen, had to 
say about it. Friend Whelen, my 
readers will admit, was very well 
informed on shooting matters. 

Here is a copy of what he wrote 
on the fly leaf of the third edition of 
the book, “The Ultimate in Rifle Pre- 
cision”, when he gave me my own 
copy: 

“To Harvey A. Donaldson, with my 
best wishes. You have started all 


this. Had it not been, for your ef- 
forts there would not have been any 
bench rest shooting.”

August 29, 1954 

My first woodchuck, and also my 
first bench rest rifle, took place way 
back in 1890. The writer has been 
shooting, as well as hunting wood- 
chucks, for EIGHTY YEARS. 

Also I have been bench rest shoot- 
ing for the same length of time. But 
what pleases me the most is that I 
am STILL HUNTING woodchucks. 
During a long lifetime of shooting, 
I have known personally the very 
finest shooters this country has ever 
known. I learned the fine points of 
bench rest shooting from such old 
timers as Harry Pope, Dr. Mann, 
A. O. Niedner, Chas. W. Rowland, 
Dr. Herrick, F. J. Rabbeth, as well 
as a host of others I might mention. 

The things I learned back in the 
old days may be, right now, applied 
to our modern bench rest shooting. 
If there are any more of the old 
timers still left around the country, 
I would sure enjoy hearing from 
them. Also, if there is anyone, still 
around, who has had more experi- 
ence in shooting matters than I have 
had, I will be glad to sit down and 
listen to what he has to say. 

From before 1900 up until around 
1920 I was interested in Schuetzen 
shooting. By that time having fig- 
ured I had about exhausted the possi- 
bility of the Schuetzen rifle I turned 
to the modern Hi Speed Varmint 
rifle, which I use at the present time. 
There is little use to mention the 
several different cartridges that I 
have designed as they were always 
able to speak for themselves. In 
closing this letter will say I was 
pleased to read what friend Roderick 
had to say in the recent issue, and 
hope we hear more from him in the 
future.

A tornado alert all day Saturday 
(April 18th) with 35 - 45 mph fish- 
tailing winds from the south, forced 
competitors at the Trinity Rifle 
Club’s 44th Annual Southwestern 
Smallbore to work just to hold in 
the 10-ring. A good argument for a 
heavy barrel! On the 19th, wind di- 
rection was from the northwest, with 
the velocity just slightly diminished 
to 25 - 35 mph. Skies were overcast 
both days, with visibility very poor 
on Sunday a.m. for the metallic 
matches, but excellent in the p.m., 
when it didn’t matter as much. 

From the outset, it was a 3-way 
battle between P.S. Smallbore Tech- 
nical Editor Herb Hollister, Raymond 
Sargent, and E. P. “Pat” O’Neal. And 
“battle” it was! According to Herb, 
“Every shot was one”... . Hollister 
lost no time in indicating his in- 
tentions, starting out with a 400-35X 
at 50-yds iron. Raymond Sargent, 
whose 400-29X came in 2nd, gained 
momentum to win the 50-meter iron 
with an excellent possible and 31X. 
Pat O’Neal’s 398-30X was 1st Master; 
however, a junior expert, Lawrence 
Howard, of Dallas, upstaged him 
with a 399-20X. . . . In the Dewar 
any, Robert W. “Benchrest” Smith 
(former National Benchrest Champi- 
on) had the only clean score, a 400- 
27X. Hollister was next — 399-29X. 
The 100-yd any was a rough one, 
which went to Pat O’Neal for a 397- 
23X over the 397-15X by John T. 
Butters, of Dallas. . . . That match 
ruined Inez Sargent’s aggregate .. . 
costing her at least 4th place. 


You will note that Dallas still 
shoots half-and-half, with the two 
metallic matches scheduled first each 
day. On Saturday, Pat O’Neal was 
the star with 8 down. Hollister was 
9, and R. L. Sargent, 10 down. And, 
we are speaking in terms of points, 
not X’s! O’Neal and Hollister were 
teammates on the 1969 NRA Prone 
Team to Bisley. (That’s when Ray- 
mond was #13... on the 12-man 
team). 

“OV Sarge” (denoting experience, 
not age) started the second day clean 
with irons, which meant that he 
could play around a little and still 
keep the metallic aggregate in his 
grasp. Trouble was that he did his 
playing around with scope (he has 
a different name for it).... As previ- 
ously mention, visibility was a prob- 
lem during Sunday’s metallic match- 
es. Raymond’s winning score at 100- 
yds was a 396, exactly 1 point ahead 
of Bob Smith. Both had impressive 
X-totals of 17... but who cares 
about X’s? O’Neal went down and 
Sargent (R. L.) took the aggregate 
lead... . Don Nancarrow, of Hous- 
ton, had 399-21X to win the Dewar 
iron over Bob Smith’s 398-24X. .. . 
In the Metallic Aggregate, it was Ray- 
mond Sargent, 1592-97X to 1588-101X 
for Herb Hollister. 


John Butters Creedmoored George 
Whittington’s 399-23X at 50-meters 
any, as Raymond took a plunge, los- 
ing 2 points. ... Pat O’Neal out-X’d 
Inez Sargent, 400-36X to 400-33X for 
the 50-yd any. Raymond could cer- 
tainly have used her score. He let 
one escape, and with it, the aggre- 
gate. The inimitable HERB HOLLI- 
STER was clean... and... ready 
and waiting, should his friend falter, 
to pick up the Grand Aggregate. ... 
Those who shoot a low position are 
amazed at Herb’s ability to hold in 
such wind with his “2 feet off the 
ground” position. That should con- 
vince them! 

Both Herb and Raymond were 
shooting Anschutz — Hollister using 
the Redfield 3200 scope, and Sargent, 
a Lyman (scope).

Smallbore Computer Match of the 
season. 

As if confirming our assertion that 
“smallbore shooting is a family af- 
fair’, there was evidence of it up 
and down the line... and behind 
the line. At the sight of Mary Kay 
Wigger guarding a baby carriage, I 
gasped. But then, observing the com- 
petitors, I even changed glasses to 
be certain that it was really Trish 
Foster whom I saw shooting next to 
Major Jack Foster. ... We were all 
amazed when Trish shot gallery 
through her 8th month. Now, Jack 
had her competing when their future 
ladies’ rifle champion, who arrived 
on St. Patrick’s Day, was less than 
3 weeks old. What a doll! She was 
decked out in a white pant-suit, 
adorned with a miniature U.S. Olym- 
pic Team brassard.... Knowing that 
the baby was in Mary Kay’s capable 
hands, Trish was able to enjoy her 
shooting, even more than Jack did, 
incidentally, as she beat him... 
placed 4th in the aggregate, and was 
second civilian. 

Shooting on the left end of the 
range were Pres and Cathy Kendall, 
Lt. Col. Jim Boddie, and Cathy’s teen- 
age sister, Sally Boddie, who outshot 
her Dad by an X in the Dewar for 
the 2nd SS - Mks. award. 

Major Jim Hinkle won the Dewar 
—4(0-33X, but had 4 points worth of 
trouble at 100-yds. Pres Kendall’s 
398-34X led Ron Coleman by 4X’s in 
the Dewar. From then on, it was 17- 
year old Ron Coleman’s show. His 
398-25X at 100-yds shaded Kendall 
by 1X. Then, a 400-34X win at 50- 
meters was again a single X ahead 
of Pres. Ron, a Rabbit Club member, 
took the 50-yd with 400-35X, 2X’s 
above Kendall, who Creedmoored 
Hinkle. 

The Aggregate was one of the 
closer ones as Pres Kendall and Ron 
Coleman reached the finish line tied 
up on points and X’s.... totaling 1596- 
124X,. Major Kendall pulled rank on 
the basis of a 1X lead at the 100-yd 
stages ... and Ron Coleman topped 
the Civilians. . . . Major Hinkle, 
USMCR, aggregated 1595-120X for 
High Service, and Trish Foster had 
1594-98X.

As we go to press, invitations have 
been extended for the 10th NRA In- 
ternational Championships and Final 
Tryout for the 40th World Champi- 
onships. They have been received 
with mixed emotions ... and, under- 
standably. Smallbore prone shoot- 
ing in the United States has suffered 
the most devastating indignity of its 
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long and illustrious history! Not 
only has the English Match been 
downgraded from 180 to 60 shots (at 
a $17.00 entry fee), but you prone 
shooters may as well forget it as far 
as the World Championships are 
concerned. You are ineligible! 

The International Shooting Union 
allows 9 rifle shooters for the 6 rifle 
events — but, the (prone) English 
Match team will be selected from the 
3-positional tryout scores. It would 
seem that civilian prone shooters 
could have had a chance at just one 
of those spots. Accustomed to being 
excluded from the Olympics, prone 
shooters had entertained some opti- 
mism regarding competition in the 
3rd World Games ever held in the 
U.S. In most European countries, 
and particularly in England, small- 
bore prone shooting still remains a 
prestige sport — as evidenced in the 
1968 Olympics. 

Because of being photographed 
with the Redfield 3200 rifle scope 
which they helped design, our Small- 
bore Technical Editor, Herb Hollis- 
ter and “1600 King” George Stid- 
worthy were not invited to compete 
in the U.S. National Internationals. 

Staging the tryouts in Phoenix in 
July seems a bit “way out”, but then, 
the decision was undoubtedly made 
by those who have not fired in Phoe- 
nix in July. It is enough to cause 
the Phoenix Chamber of Commerce 
to move to Alaska for the summer!!! 
A delightful city, but 110-120 degree 
summer temperatures, plus mirage, 
will pose somewhat of a problem for 
the nation’s best to demonstrate their 
true capabilities. . . . Valid recom- 
mendations have been made by ex- 
perienced International shooters, and 
disregarded. 

Invitations to the October 1969 
Pre-World Games in Phoenix were 
issued too late for some of the 
nations with the strongest teams to 
attend, according to shooters from 
those countries. Notable among them 
was the USSR. ... Some were able 
to send 1, 2, or 3 shooters. Only Ger- 
many and Mexico were represented 
by large teams. ... Denied the cali- 
ber of world competition which they 
needed to prepare for the World 
Championships, our International 
shooters — already badly crippled 
by the attack waged against the U.S. 
shooting program by the Senators 
Kennedy, Dodd, and Tydings — will 
have to work to regain their former 
supremacy.

On the first leg of their training 
trip, USA MTU shooters plus Lt. 
Webster M. Wright, Jr., USN, and 


Lt. John Writer, USAR, had a good 
workout in individual competition 
with the Swsis. Considering the cold, 
rainy, and very windy conditions at 
Biel, Switzerland, on May 22-24, some 
of the scores were quite good. 

Swiss shooters were outstanding 
in the English Match, as Rolf Gugolz 
had a winning 594, followed by Erich 
Burgin’s 593. Lones W. Wigger, Jr., 
turned in a 591; John Foster and 
John Writer, 590’s. 

Major John Foster outranked 
Switzerland’s Erwin Vogt in the 50- 
meter 3-position. Both had 1140 
scores. Writer and Wigger placed 
3rd and 4th, firing 1139 and 1132, 
respectively. Swiss shooters Beye- 
ler - 1127, Burgin - 1124, and Ruch- 
1123, followed. ... Again the Swiss 
led in the prone—: Gugolz - 397; 
Burgin - 395. ... Jack Foster’s 394 
ran away with the kneeling, as Bur- 
gin placed second - 388, and Writer’s 
387 was 3rd. ... Swiss were strong 
standing, and a 369 by Beyeler took 
it, with Vogt, 2nd - 365. Then, Lt. 
Webster Wright, USN, came in, post- 
ing a 364. 

The Standard Rifle match went to 
Major Lones Wigger for a 568. Lt. 
John Writer, USAR, “Creedmoored” 
Emil Kohler’s 566. Foster had 563, 
as Theo Ditzler’s 558 outranked one 
by M/Sgt. William E. Krilling. ... 
Prone, it was Wigger - 198, Ditzler- 
198; Writer, Krilling and Margaret 
Murdock - 197, ... Kneeling: Wig- 
ger - 193, Writer and Heinz Bolliger- 
192.... Standing: Emil Kohler - 182;

Is Smokeless Powder 
Really an Explosive? 


(Note: The following is the opinion 
of American Rifleman staffers who are 
well informed on the subject of small- 
arms propellants and explosives, and 
here define the recognized difference 
between the two. —The Editor.) 


* 


Although smokeless powder can be 
provoked into exploding under ex- 
treme conditions, it is designed for 
use as a propellant in a limited way 
and not as an explosive. Nor is 
smokeless powder classified in the 
same category with explosives such 
as dynamite or nitroglycerin. Recog- 
nizing this fact, both the United 
States Armed Forces and the Nation- 
al Fire Prevention Association pre- 
scribe storage regulations for smoke- 
less propellants which are far milder 
and less restrictive than those re- 
quired for explosives. The U.S. Army 
recognizes that smokeless powder is 
far less dangerous than the true ex- 
plosives. The same is reflected in 
regulations for the storage of smoke- 
less propellants of the National Fire 
Prevention Association. 

No form of smokeless powder or 
propellant is listed as a “Class A Ex- 
plosive — possessing, detonating or 
otherwise maximum hazard” under 
U.S. Department of Transportation 
definitions as listed in the National 


Fire Protection Association Code for 
Explosives, pp. 495-8. Some smoke- 
less, the same source says, comes 
under the heading of “Class B Ex- 
plosive” representing a “flammable 
hazard” or fire risk. This classifies 
it with photographic flash powders 
and some special fireworks. Not all 
smokeless propellant is included even 
in this category. 

As a matter of fact and record, 
ordinary bread flour or coal dust 
suspended in particles in the air can 
cause a worse blast than slow-burn- 
ing smokeless powder. In one east- 
ern State recently, a man was killed 
by a blast when he threw fine parti- 
cles of sawdust from a floor sander 
into an incinerator. A flash explosion 
ensued and caused the fatality. 

Smokeless powder is designed for 
the specific and limited use of pro- 
pelling a bullet or shot when ignited 
in the chamber of a firearm under 
special and precise circumstances. 
While it will burn very rapidly if 
heated beyond a certain point, it is 
extremely difficult to cause it to ex- 
plode violently in any way other 
than a firearm. This makes it a dis- 
tinctly poor choice for improvised 
bombs, and there is no case of record 
in recent years in which smokeless 
powder has figured in any bomb 
incidents.
